S<.me lieroic scenes were witnessed in 
the attemiii>i to save the unhappy vic- 
tims. 

At the (3iuaha bridge the West family 
met disaster. Mrs, West and her little 
five-year-old girl were iin.ibli' to get 
away from the flood in time. The 
fatlier and two children were ."afc and 
the rescuing party were returning for 
Mr.«. West and her child when the 
waves swe}it the house away. They 
floated down with the roaring current 
until th" 1 nidge was reached. An en- 
gineer succeeded in saving the woman, 
bat her str^ ,igth failed her and she was 
compelled to relin(iuish her hold on her 
child. With a despairing cry of 
•Maiiniia," the child disajipeared be- 
neath the wavfs, 

JIait lioe, an old sailor, saved twenty- 
eight lives, 

A woman wh(^ managed to wade to a 
box liir was tliere seized with labor 
pains and gave birth to a child and two 
hours later was n scnril. 

A woman named llinton and three 
children were drowned in their own 
house. Two Swedish families were 
swept away. 

One lady named ^Ir-. Keeley, aged 
si.xty-seven years. w;ts fnuiid up to her 
chin in water, .She had put a trunk on 
a table and sat on it for twenty-four 
hours. .She will recover. Foreman I'e- 
cout, v<f the Leeds engine W(jrks, said: 
"The Hood struck here at .5:.")"). One of 
the l)oys .saw it coming aiid told lue. I 
warned the men and they tied. By 
ropes the res<uiing boats were sent out 
and pulled in by the crowd on shore. 
Hob 1 larvey, an uM boatman, went out 
in a boat after si.me uue who conld not 
I >e reached. The i>oat disappeared and 

was not seen again." 

Oscar Anderson, wlio worked all day 
yesterilay like a hero, and who witnessed 
the drov.-Tiiiig of a little < hild torn away 
from its mother when the rescuing 
party had ahnost leached her, lost his 
reason and is raving abont the beautiful 
baby that was swqit nnder the mnddy 
waves. 

The city conncil has subscribed i^.OOO 
for the relief of the sufferers and the 
dtiiens added in inakmg large dona- 
tions. 

At the ordinary stage of water the 
Floyd river is as insignifioant as it conld 
be. But swollen by the coutinnal rains 
until its never well defined batiks were 
obliterated, it was in poor condition to 
carry away the immense flood of water 
which fell in the cloudburst. A wave 
moving as a solid wall of water swept 
down the narrow valley of the stream. 
The Floyd flows through the center of 
Sioux City and along its banks are the 
homes of thousands. To these the flood 
brought death and demolition of their 
homes. One million dollars will not 
cover the loss by flood to this dty. 

The water in Floyd river has receded 
rapidly, but is still outside of it.s banks 
and a considerable portion of the bottom 
is still covered, but to no great depth 
for the most part. The scene which is 
disclosed by the rece.ssion of the flood 
is one which beggars description. 
Throughout the flooded district it is one 
story of destruction and damage. The 
flood at its height extended from Court 
street to the Floyd blufts and from the 
suburb of Lynn to the Missouri river. 
This comprises a district four miles long 
and a mile and a half wide. For a dis- 
tance of a mile and a half above the 
mouth of the Floyd the bottom is denp<)- 
ly populated. A large portion of the iu- 
haoitants are poor people who are em- 
j^oyes of packing honsee, railroads, wtc. 
iliere are a great >nany retail shops 
throughout this region. There is a con- 
fused scene of desolation. At the height 
of the flood the oorrent struck straight 
through the rsridenoe street. 

Among thoee nearest the river scores 
of dwelBngs were swept tmrn their 
f oundationa and oanied Iouk distances 
and elfhor snoMasedor tamed bottomside 
up. Its no nnoommon sight to see a 
dwelling tamed over on its side or roof. 
Many two-tcory bnUdingi wars swept 
away. The bnildinga wGloh are twisted 
or carried diort distaooes are imramors- 
bj*. ItmostbewnoniJiffvd. that pvar 



all this area fi^r six or eight streets from 
the river the water wiis far above sec- 
ond-story windows with a swift current 
and the wind blowing a hurricane. 
Everywhere fences, outhouses, side- 
walks, wooden pavement.s, railroad ties, 
and timbHis are scattered about among 
the contorted and overtiirntMl dwellings. 

Many of tlx' streets are jiiivt'd with 
cedar blocks anil the water lifted hun- 
dreds of thousjinds of them and carried 
them away. In some jilacei* the immense 
masses of debris i)iled on top of hou,ses. 
Several thousand people clostdy followed 
the receding flood to seaii ii for their 
h'^me* and mif'sing ones. 'Jiilv a fev.* on 
ilie outer edge of thu flood ^^ ill Ite able 
to occ.ni>y tiieir homes at pre nt. The 
stiect^i are an impassible m. -e. Door 
vards aie fllled with mud and driftings. 
What honssaare not wrecked and oar- 

rif'd away wjjl l)e almost uninhabitable. 
Furniture is destroyed and many things 
in tlie lion.- es lo.-t. 

No trains Imve lel i the city yet ex- 
cept on the Milwaukee-Dakota line. 

In the Floyd bottoms are the jiacking 
hon.scs and most of the manufacturing 
plants of ihe citv. and the little homes 
that naturally clu^'c .ibout the work- 
shops. The* proviileiice which brought 
the flood in the morning instead of at 
night is alone lesjHinsible for the com- 
paratively small loss of life. About 4(X) 
head of cattU' and (i()0 head of hog.s were 
drowned at tlie stockyanls. 

A public meeting ^vas held at the 
cinu i house, which was attended by all 
the wealthv men of the city. Commit- 
tee- of worlicrs were aiipoinicd for all 
fniitiiri'sof relief and sutbci, nt money 
?ut .-crilieil to meet imniedi.i'e necessi- 
ties, SlHejiing j)lac 's were found f(.ir 
.HVery refii^'^e hist ninht. Tiie ladies of 
the city met before noon yesterday in 
one of ih>- inincipal lialls of the city 
and at once rilled ic with tai»l''s and be- 
g!in serving meals. Several thousand 
were thus -erved, and after their meal 
those insutticieiii ly clotiu d were taken 
to anotlier haH where clotliing was 
forthcoming and fitted out. So it may 
be said that in sjate of ti;e overwhelm- 
ing floods which ridded the working- 
men's quarters of Siou.x City all were 
fed and clothed and housed last night. 
It is not the intention to ask for any 
oataida aid. 

ALONQ THE MISSOURI RIVER. 

Untold DaaMge Alrondy Dono and 
Orenter Dnmnce Bxpeoted. 

K.VNSAs City. May -JO -The Missouri 
river is on a regular rampage again. It 
rose a foot and a half yesterday. The 
Kaw is also rising rapidly here and 
ttbive. The rise at ^lanhattan was si.x 
ami a half leet. All advices from the 
upper Mi.ssouri show a continued rise 
there, (ireat damage has been done at 
Pluttsmouth ahil Mineisville. Neb. At 
St. Joseph. Mo., the river is higher than 
it has lieei. at any time and is still rising, 
Much damage has been done to houses 
in the lower part of the city, and rail- 
road tracks have been so washed out and 
covered \ntii landslides that traflic is al- 
most susiiended. At Leavenworth 
everything in the lower part of the cltv 
is flooded. From Leavenworth la stl 
directions railroad trafflo is alaoit los- 

pended. 

In Kansas City the situation is serious 
in the excitement, and with the rise 
cominjj:, which is predicted by the sig- 
nal ofrice the whole west iktttoms on 
which the big wholesale houses and 
manufacturing establishments areiitu- 
ated wiU doohtless be flooded. 



AT ST. LOUia.

St. Louis. May 20.— At lo o'clock yes- 
terday moraing the water broke over 
the levees in the totra of Madison and in 

two hours the streets were flooded to a 
depth of four feet. The inhabitants 
were forced to leave their homes and 
seek shelter on higher ground east of 
there. The water flowed in an un- 
checked stream towards the little ham- 
let of Venice, and in a short tilM ths 
place was under water. 

All thnmgh the morning hours every 
availaV'ie man that could be pressed into 
service was em]ili>yed in strengtiieiiing 
the embankment of the railroad which 
protects Eas; .St. Louis. At 11 n'ch.ck 
three small breaks ocinined in liie Ohio 
and ^li.ssissipjii dyke and it was feared 
that the entire clyke would give way. 
The crevass"s were (juickly filled, how- 
ever, ami tor a time at least the dangt r 
was averted. 

The i>eople who were forced to aban- 
don their home. in the lowlands adjacent 
o East St. Louis, are .'ilrcady bei,'i;ining 
to fi'el t)ic ;],i1il;s of loin,:;' ratal a famine 
is now threatened. Wagons loaded with 
meat and hrssdstofts have bean sent

that The city is still completely cut off 
from I'.iilway traflic. 

'I'bv' river at St. Louis is steadily ri.sing 
and th<> gauge records tliirty-si.x feet 
and lour iu'.'hos. More daiiuige w.is 
done locall..' yesterday than at anv 
previou.; time during tlie f!'>o(l. Proin-ny 
111 the northern limits of tin- city is now 
tini'iitt 'led with diiniage. The current 
in ilic liver is miming at the rate of 
tW'dve miles an hour ami surely cutting 
;r.vay the embankments of the Cliicago, 
ilurliugton and (juincy, and St. Loui,-.. 
Keokuk and .sorthwestern roads. If 
the.-i« eniltankmeiits give way ;r great 
lioj tioii of the city will be flooded. The 
ba<'kv,-.aler is rising fast and is causing 
gre;it damage in the lumber district. 

The iatesl weather reports snow that 
fi rise of three feet is coming ('own the 
JIissis.sippi and other livers. This will 
cause the river here to ri.so at least one 
loot within a few days. This means 
that the entire country from here to 
New Orleans will be flooded, as the 
levt-es will not lie able to Stand so great 

a body of water. 

East St. Louis is now the only town 
in the American bottom not completely 
under water. Another ri.se will inun- 
date it, A ma.ss-ineeting has been calleil 
oil the M(^rchants' f.xch.ingti for this 
afternoon to raise funds to aid the flood

AT ALTON, ILLINOIS.

Alton, May 20.~A northwesterly 
gale blowing sixty miles an hoar, ha.-< 
has raged here for the past twenty -four 
hours, doing fearfnl damage to proper- 
ty in the flooded districts. No less than 
a score of farm houses which »tand in 
ten feet of water and were secured by 
lines to trees are reported as carried 
from their foundations anu wrecked. 
The six-mile wide river rcdled like the 
ocean, and no signals of distress could 
be answereil by the relief stejmiers. 

F"arful 0 mage has been done bv the 
waves dashi-ig against the railroatl em- 
bankments in the bottoms, washing ont 
miles of track. Train 8er\ ice is entirely 
abandoned and all atten pts to, repair 
have been temporally given up. A 
number of people are thought to have 
lieen drowned, several are missing but 
the inability to reach the flooded dis- 
tricts iirevents the gathering of positive 
news.

Nkw Oki.k.^ns, May 'Jo,— The river 
now is ovfr seventeen feet above low 
water mark and has readied the high- 
est point ever known.

The Bonnet Carre crevasse is nearly iOO 
feet wide and the eufdneers olaim that 
it is impossible to close it. 

The water is encroaching upon Ken- 
nerville, ten miles alove the city.

Especially was he eyed askance when 
it leaked out that he was the original re- 
ciiiieiit of letters from Fredouia, Kan., 
addressed to William Alexander, lint 
he held himself aloof from all, and lived 
the life of a h.-rmit scholar. Last week, 
however, he had a stranger guest, who 
disapjieared Saturday as mysteriously "'s 
he came. On Sunday night .lolin Walton 
came to his dea.h. When his body was 
found it was crushed to an unrecogniza- 
ble ni.uss. , 'in 1 was hastily buried. The 
remains wi ii' found in a place where 
Walton never »vas accu.stomcd to go, 
howc^ver, and wiiere he conld have no 
possible motive iii going. 

As hi' did not drink and was always a 
cautious man. talk of murder became 
rife, and >esterd,iy all was excitement 
when his \ est was fouml in the brush 
half a mile from the scene of the acci- 
dent, covered with blood and shished by 
a knife in scver.'d pl.iccs.

Early risers, with the aid of an opera- 
glass, can now .see the comet with the 
eight and halt tails, says the Cincinnati 
Enqiiirer. 

It is visible at :< a. m.. ami appears near 
the constellation of Pegasus and just 
above the horizon. The comet is near 
the uppermost star of the four bright 
ones in the constellation. Professor 
Swift, of Rochester, discover'^d the comet 
several months ago, and it baslieen name<l 
for him. It is passing around the sun as 
far as possible, and wiUfH^M^ly never 
visit us again. 

.Some photographs of it have been made 
by Professor Barnaul, of the Lick Obser- 
vatory. The photographsshow the comet 
to have eight tails, which are two more 
than w ere possessed by the comet of 1744, 
which has hitherto held the record in this 
particular. ' . 

Resides thi'se eii/bt, tbis comet has a 
smaller toil shooting a long way out from 
the Itaiid bif one of the others. Where 

the tails connect is a knot which looks 
Aonietliin;{1ike the head of a another smal- 
ler couu't. The i)eeuliar tail feature tias at- 
tracted mueh attention from astronomers. 
Various explanations of the phenomenon 
have been offered. 

It has been suggested that the comet 
may be surrounded by a semi-luminous 
mist, like the comet of 1882, and that the 
peculiar plieoon)enon may be due to this 
mist becoinlttg'vlitbtein one part through 
SMMie electrical wolkin;.'. This would ex- 
plain the knot and possibly the sub-tail 
also. 

The tails of the comet are some straight 
and some curved, the former composed 
of hydro^'en or some light substance; the 
latter of a heavier one. The comet has 
passed around the sun and Is now on its 
way in space. 

The number of its tails, togetiier with 
the peculiar sub-tail, makes it interesting 
alike to the astrouomer and the ordinary 

observer.
